Prof. Dye’s Experiment in Psychography. 


„Among the best known figures on the 
streets of this city is Prof. Nathan Dye, an 
old resident and life-long teacher of music. 
He Is counted among his acqualatances as a 
man of critical jadgment, with the courage 
ot his convictions. He is counted among 
Spiritualists as rather skeptical of medium- 
istie claims until they have been demon- 
strated as valid. 

Several weeks ago Prof. Dye bought two 
siaths, a sheot of drawing paper and a pen- 
oll. At his own house he put the paper and 
a bit of the leag from the pencil between the 
alates, then sewed the frames together at the 
corners and tied a string around the closed 
slates, lengthwise and across, With this 

t de went to the Bangs Sisters on Wal- 
nut Street to see what he could get. On ar- 
riving he secured a sitting with one of the 
sisters, and after wrapping his slates in his 
handkerchief suspended them from the 
chandelier in the centre of the room. Seat- 
ing himself at. the table with the medium, 
several feet from the slates and facing them 
ho awaited resulta. - After a time he got this 
message on anotherslate held by the medium, 
under fairly good test conditions: “We've 
made a break (beginning), take the slates 
home with you and bring them again”. At 
the second sitting under the same conditions 
no results were had, and the Prof. once more 
took his slates home. A third trial resulted 
only in getting the following message on the 
medlum's slate under conditions similar to 
the Arst experiment: “We are using all our 
forces to give you a picture. Bring the 
slates again,” and signed by his son Byron 
and his first wife. 

At the fourth s¢ance, which occurred on the 
29th ult., Prof. Dye suspended his slates from 
the chandefier as in the preceding sittings 
and seated himself at the table in view of. 
them. Soon there was written on another 
slate, put under the table: “Will take. us 
about twenty minutes.“ At the expiration 
of the time Prof. Dye removed his slates from 
their hanging position and without opening 
them left the house. He had previously 
promised to bring them to the JOURNAL office 
to de opened. On the next day he appeared 
in the editérlal rooms and, still skeptical, 
offered to wager something that there was 
nothing inside. Receiving his assurance that 
po had never been from under his control

The twelve Constellations with- 
In the zodiacal zone maintain a fixed posi- 
tion; but the twelve signs are constaitly 
shifting westward coincident with pre- 
cession of the equinoxes.

was its formation that the whole form was 
transparent, at the same time as real as the 
graveyard fence, over which he Immediately 
sprang, to ascertain for himself whether or 
not the object before him was living or dead. 
It moved gradually away from him; he could 
Some no nearer; when he adyanced, she re- 
treated; when he retreated, sho advanced; 
and he found it impossible to close the gap 
between them. He shouted, but gat no re- 
sponse, except that the object made a most 
distressing appeal to him with hor arms, as 
koning him away. Great drops of 
sweat poured down his face, and the man 
who had for three long years faced musketry 
and cannon now quailed before this unearth- 
ly visitor. He afterwards bronght friends 
with him to see the object; but it never made 
its appearance except when he was alone, and 
always at the same hour of the night.

The foregoing well-suthenticated Instanees 
deal with one phase of this strange, undia- 
covered subject, that of ghostly sounds and 
appearances, There {s another class of cases 
which ls nearly, if not quite, as wonderfal, 
and which cannot be accounted for by any 
known process of reasoning. We refer to 
what Is called “prevision,” or the power of 
seeing. or dreaming, what ls happening 
many miles distant. The works of Emman- 
nel Swedenborg show that he possessed this 
power toamarvelous extent. His followers 
claim that, in bis case, he bad a distinct rev- 
elation from God. This we cannot believe; 
bat it the stories told of his powers of pre- 
vision” are not true, they are certainly well, 
concocted fables. : 

The instance which calls forth theas re- 
marks is given In one of his bboks—we quote 
from memory, as we do not possess his worka, 
when being in London, where he had fre- 
quently to go, to get the advantage of 
and cheap printing, and where he usually re- 
mained a longer or shorter time to ove 
the work—ho told friends In the house 
he was stopping that there was a sefere Gre 
raging In Stockholm, where he ed; go- 
ing out-doors, he returned with a look of con- 
sternation, daying that the fire was quite 
near aud rapidly approaching the location 
of hla house. After afew minutes, during 
which he received the sympathy of his 
friends, who never for « moment doubted his 
ability to see the fre,he went out-doors again 
and this time returned with a more pleased 
expression of countenance, saying that the 
wind had shifted, and his house was ont of 
danger. If turned out that at that rer hour 
there was a fire in Stockholm, and in the ex- 
act location described by Swedenborg. Lon- 
don is s0 far away from Stockholm, it ls un- 
necessary to state that all possibility of his 
seelug fte or smoke is ouy ont vf the 
question, unless, as is claimed; he saw by the 
power of “prévision” or“second sight.”

The Birth of Matter. 


Human thought has never been able, to 
form n theory of the origin of matter, lifé or 
force, any more than to conceive a beginning 
of time or limit of space. Of matter, bither- 
to men have been accustomed to think that 
the seventy or more so-called elementa were 
the ultimate atoms. Last night lu the The- 
ater of the Royal Institution, and in pres- 
ence of a dist * audience, Mr. WII. 
Ham Crookes, F. R. S., brought forward, in a 
lecture on“ The Genesis of the Elements,” a 
series of brilliant experiments nding to 
show that these atoms have been themselves 
evolved from simpler forms ot matter S Tile 
learned chemist dealt chiefly with the sub- 
stance yttrium, derived from ong of the rare 
earths, and to break it up into ite fractions, 
he had to use the electric current, thespec- 
troscope, and phosphorescence in an exceed- 
ingly rare medium. Mr. Crookes has carried, 
beyond any other investigator, experimenta- 
tion in the nearest possible approach to 
vacuum, and, amid loud cheers, last nigh 
he produced a little phial containing air 
only the Afty millfonth of commun air in den 
sity, and yet holding within five centimetres 
(less than Ove-sixteenths of a cubic inch), he 
confidently. asserted, one hundred million 
million molecules. The experimeuts were 
made in alrof about the millionth of an at- 
mosphere, and the phosphorescent glows pro- 
duced were exceed aly Une. As a net result 
the yttrium appeared to bo broken up so as 
to yleld at least six new elements; and 
thence followed the conclusion that, at some 
time in the history of the unt , these” 
materials had béen combined. “ A-fow weeks 
sgo, in this theatre,” sald Mr. Crookes, \ Sir 

illiam Thomson asked you to travel back 
with him an 2 excarsion of abou 
20,000,000 years. He pictured to you the mo 
ment immediately before the birth of our 
aun, when the Lucretian atoms rushed from 
all parts of space with velocities dus to gray 
ation, and, clashing together, formed an 
incandescent .flaid mass, the puclens of a 
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accomulation of many millions of years; 
and the mind has to acknowledge the truth 
that the same process of development was 
the common origin of every world. Krolu- 
tion, or development, necessitates the con- 
ception of a beginning to cosmip bodies. But 
this naturally suggests the inquiry, Was 
there, therefore, a ginning to er 
matter? "I ask yon,” saya Mr. Crookes al- 
luding to Sir William Thomaon's lecturb on 
‘The Age of our Sun, “to . mo to 
a period even more remote, to the very be- 
time, before even the chemical 
atoms had consolidated from the original 
protyle.“ The'beginning of time? It is in- 
conceivable! Bat, though the beginning of 
time is inconcelyeable, we have, perforce, 
to congelvb a beginning to the visible uni- 
verse. Let primordial matter must have been 
self-existent; but so slow Is the process ‘of 
development that It -required an eternity to 
evolvo the universe Into what we now see it. 
Development, which meaus motion, was Co- 
existent with self-existent matter; for ab- 
sence of motion would have been equivalent 
to absence of life. Then, if motion is eter- 
nal, then was there, after all, no beginning? , 
Thera was no beginning to primordial mat- 
ter, yet there was beginning to development, 
From eternity matter has existed; but not, 
as hah been demonstrated, In the form of 
body. It may be remarked that to speak of- 
the “ birth of matter” la more poetical than 


Televant. If matter had a birthday, it must 


have had a beginning—an ushering Into ex- 
istence from non-existence. 

There isan important point connected with 
this subject to which a brief allusion may 
be made. The establishment of development 
from primordial matter must, Inu time, under- 
mine one prominent astronomical dogma. 
The development of worlds from diffused 
atomic matter means nothing less than the 
development of the motions of worlds in con- 
tradistinction’ to special creation In orbic 
order of succession, and he hurling of each 
globe into space with projectile force. The 
growing belief in evolution le, we know, de- 
molishiog the old belief in the method of the 
origin of the aniverse—that of spocial crea- 
tion. But, if evolution is fatal to the dogma of | 
special creation, it ls surely fatal to the New- 
tonian dogma of the origin of the motions, and 
the cause—attraction —of keeping in their or- 
bits of the heavenly bodies? Newton's theory ia 
that every planetary body was endowed at its 
creation, when Arat projected Into space,with 
a projectile force tn a right line, from which 
it waa deflected Into an orbit by the attrac- 
tive, or drawing, power of the sun; and that 
each planet would be drawn Into the sun but 
for the counteracting force exhibited in the 
eneray.of orbital motion.

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The League under the management of 
Wakeman, Palmer, Leland & Co., became 80 
bankrupt, so utterly reduced numerically, 
financially and morally, so infested with the 
most Ignorant and poyerty-stricken cranks, 
that some changes had to be made, or the 
organization was sure to collapse atterly and 
irretrievably. Ex-Rev. 8. P. Putnam, once 
an orthodox, and subsequently a sort of Uni- 
tarian preacher, who had deserted bis wife 
and children and against whom charges 
were pending for adultery,concelved the tril: 
liant idea of changing the name of the or- 
ganization. In this he had th Speratian 
of -a “secularist” named Charles Watts, wlio 
was once a subordinate of Bradlaugh on the 
London Reformer, a fellow who was kicked 
ont of his position by Bradlaugh because of 
his cowardice and pusilianimity, and whose 
subsequent course proved him to be au ad- 
ventorer, ready to affiliate with any faction 
that could give him a chance “to speak.” 
Watts was elected “Arst” vice-president and 
Putnam, of unsavory reputation, secretary of 
the League, and itAname was changed to the 
“American Seculat Union.” The intention 
had been to make ex-Rev. George Chaney 
president, but he had found “the mother of 
his soul,” and was dropped hy the Leagaltes. 
Ingersoll was elected president, for his name 
was needed asa tall to fy the kite. This 
change was made,if we mistake not, three 
years ago. For some months, Ingersoll made 
no yesponse to the notification of his election 
to the presidency. “At length, when comment 
on the subject had subsided, and when he 
had been personally visited by officers of the 
League, he was presuaded to allow his name 
to stand as president. e League, aithough 
it had changed its name, had disavowed noné 
of its positions, rescinded none of its “repeal” 
resalations, but had decided simply to ignore 
‘the “Issue” aud for the reason only that the 
“repeal’ policy had to be dropped, or the or- 
ganization given up. 

For a year Putnam and Watts worked to- 
gether, but Putnam thought Watts received 
too nue of the money ralsed, and the Eng- 
‘Mish brother secularist soon learnéd that he 
was not longer toshare the profits of the 
new scheme. The last two years Putnam 
has run the machine and taken the cash, AU 
the Jate convention he was elected president 
in accordance with the programme he had 
arranged. Ho ts a fit representative of the 
concern. It is known by his associates and 
by the papera that support him, that his 
character is thoroughly corrupt. that he left 
the Unitarian pulplt only when he was forc- 
ed to dosd by his misconduct; that his wife 
obtained a divorce from him in the courts of 
Massachusetts on grounds of adultery; that 
before this he had deserted his wife and 
children, and become an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of free-love doctrines. These facts far 
from injuring him In the estimation of the 
members of the “Union” rather endeared 
him to them and added to his popularity. 

Mr. Coartland Palmer, although as above 
intimated, is not a strong man, he is yeta 
man who possesses too many good qualities 
of head and heart to be ia such company. His 
training with that crowd Is ascribed to a 
mild, amiable crankinéss entirely consistent 
with judgment and refinement of taste in 
regard to matters In general. It was this 
same crakiness that made him join Bennett 
and Wakeman in the course which destroyed 
forever the usefalness and influence of the 
National Liberal League. Byt with all his 
defects, he is too good a man associated 
with men like Putnam. and it is well that Le

Materia}ism—Unsclentific Sclence. 


Professor Ludwig Buchner holds a high 
place among German scleatists, and, indeed, 
over the wide world. His book on “Kraft 
und Stof—Force and Matter“ —is his lead- 
ing work, and is translated Into divers lan- 
guages. As its title indicatéa, {ts alm and 
Iden is that force and matter away the unl- 
verse, the force unintelligent and Insepara- 
ble from matter, and the mind of man, in 
some unkuown way, evolved from his body. 
There is no ruling and guiding intelligence, 
or Soul of Things; the great plan of the nni- 
verse starts from some soulless force; Deity 
is a superfluity; Immortality an idle dream; 
man’s mind and personality dissolve at his 
death, and Spiritualism, or even clairvoy- 
ance, is an absurdity. In a late English 
translation of his book Is the following: 


There can be no sclentiho doubt that all alleged 
actual clairvoyance or sapernatural inspira- 
lusion.

Had he sald: “I am not satisfied with 
the evidence,” that would have been fair and 
reasonable, but his impudent assumption is 
that none ever was or can be found, but that 
our Illustrious company of persons, scientists 
of eminence among them, have been victims 
of fraud or illusion when they testified to 
the facts of clairvoyance and Spiritualism, 

Nothing is more absurdly unscientific than 
to claim to know all about the physical pos- 
sibilities of man’s five senses, yet Buchner 
asserts clairvoyance impossible. & Equally 
absurd and unscientific is his impertinent 
naming all talk of spirit manifestations as 
twaddle, and saying that there are no spirits. 
Of course there can be no spirita if his theo- 
ry bo trae, and that theory he strives to up- 
hold by sneering contempt of what others 
have learned, and in a spirit as dogmatic as 
ever was that io which pope or priest upheld 
his creed in the Dark Ages. . 

In some branches of physical science this 
German materialist has rendered signal and 

unble service, but that is a weak reason 
pe t for this shamefal descent from 
the totale spirit. . 

Whet! neath the cassock of the priest 
or the gown of the professor, whether in the 
service of old theological superstition or of 
materialism, dogmatism is ever the same, 
ever unreasonable and inimical‘ to freedom 
and growth. From all its manifestations, 
and from ite évil and belittling Influences, 
wo may well say, Good Lord, deliver us!

these. (4) Some years ago the JOURNAL, with 
the assistance of Stainton-Moses, Wm. Den- 
ton, Epes Sargent, D. D. Home, and others, 
formulated a serles of thirteen hints to in- 
vestigators of physical phenomena.
